'Ghost Stories are (ibsurd. 
Whenever a real ghost 
appears—by which I mean some man or woman dress­ 
ed up to frighten another—if the supernatural character 
of the apparition has been for a moment believed, the 
eifects on the spectator have always been most terrible 
—convalsion, idiocy, madness, or even death on the 
spot. 
Consider the awful descriptions in the Old Tes­ 
tament of the effects of a spiritual presence on the 
prophets and seers of the Hebrews ; the terror, the ex­ 
ceeding great dread, the utter logs of all animal power. 
But in our common ghost stories, you always find the 
seer, after a most appalling apparition, as you are to be­ 
lieve, is quite well the next day.

have a headache ; but that is the outside of the effect 
produced.

sweetness long drawn out. 
No one can understand 
Shakspeare’s superiority fully until he has ascertained, 
by compuris/vn, alt that which he possessed in common 
with several other great dramatists of Ins age, and 
has then calculated the surplus which is entirely 
Shakspeare’a own. 
His rhythm is so perfect, that 
you may be almost sure that you do not understand 
the real force of a line, if it does not run well as you 
read it. 
The necessary mental pauso after every hem­ 
istich or imperfect line is always equal to the time 
that would have been taken in reading the complete 
verse. 


In the reign of Edward VI., the Reformers feared 
to admit almost any thing on human authority alone.—

T he General Comniitteo were vested with power to 
fill all vacancies. 
T he Report sets forth, in a candid and judicious 
manner, the advantages which will he sure to attend 
the completion of this great work. 
Advantageously 
situated, as Boston is, for carrying on on extensive 
foreign trade, her means of easy intercourse with the 
interior are altogether too limited, when compared to 
the resources she possesses of prosecuting every branch 
of domestic commerce. Nature has directed the streams 
which water a great portion of the Com m onwealth to­ 
wards the sea-ports of other ¡States, and the modern im­ 
provements in steam navigation have improved the 
channels of trade leading to rival m arkets, while ca­ 
nals have been constructed from the central parts of the 
Commonwealth to the ports of neighboring States— and 
all these circumstances, combined, have served to clog 
the enterprize of the citizens of Boston. 
T he introduction of Rail Roads, however, supersedes 
the most improved modes of navigation, and their ad­ 
vantages have been already tested on three o f the prin­ 
cipal avenues leading from this city, with a success 
which exceeds tho sanguine expectations of the par­ 
ties interested, and justifies the most agreeable antici­ 
pations in relation to the great work now under con­ 
sideration. 
T he Charter o f the W estern Rail Road establishes a 
corporation with n capital of two millions of dollars, 
divided into shares of $100 each, in the most eligible 
form, and securing the profits to the- stock-holders on 
tho most equitable terms. 
In August last, about tw o- 


thirds of the necessary stock was subscribed, chiefly 
hy individuals residing in this city, Springfield, and 
other towns on the route, and in Hudson and A lbany— 
and the other third part of the stock yet rem ains to be 


subscribed for. 


T he Report proceeds :— 
T he rail road proposed to be constructed under this 
charter extends from the Boston and W orcester Rail 
Road to the border of the State of New York. 
To 
com plete the line from that point to the Hudson river, 
two rail roads have been incorporated by the legislature 
o f New Y ork, one lending from the line of this State 
lo into ciijf o f H udson, and the other leading from the 
sam e point to Grerwbush, on the hank o f the Hudson 
river, opposite to the city <rt ?

New York. 
It will consequently be the means of 
restoring to this city a portion of the trade, of which 
it bus been deprived by the recent improvements in na­ 
vigation. 
At the next step, this line of communication will 
m eet, at W estfield, the Ham pshire and Hampden ca­ 
nal, an improvement lately introduced chiefly by the 
enterprizing citizens of the neighboring States, for the 
purpose of securing more effectually the trade o f that 
region, to the cities of New Haven and Now York. 
It 
will thus unite this channel of com m unication with the 
m a r k e t o f Boston, thereby restoring to it another por­ 
tion of the trade, which was supposed to be irrevoca­ 
bly withdrawn from it. 
In proceeding still farther to tho county of Berkshire, 
this Rail Road will there intersect a portion of the 
Commonwealth, which for all purposes of trade has for 
many years been almost exclusively connected with th 
State of New Yoik. 
It will offer to the people oi’tl. 
county a choice of the trade with Boston, and w i l l ^ i 
able them to open an intercourse with this cilyxuu an 
equal fooling of familiarity, and oven with greater ease, 
than that which is now afforded them, by means of 
steam navigation with the city of New York. 
These, however, will be but a portion o f the benefits 
which will result from the completion of this magnifi­ 
cent enterprizo. 
T h e city of Albany is situated in the 
centre of a vast population, and an immense trade.— 
The northern canal extending from that city to Lake 
Champlain, opens a navigable channel along the western 
border of Vermont to the river St, Lawrence, and to 
the whole province of Lower Canada. 
'1 lie Erie canal, 
stretching westward!)' through the numerous cities and 
towns of the west, for a distance of three hundred and 
sixty miles, extends the lino of navigation to take* On­ 
tario and Erie. 
From these lakes it is continued hy

Revolution at P a ra — Capture o f the C ity —and D efea t o f 
the Brazilian Squadron.— By the sch. W m . Penn, Captain 
A ppleton, w hich arrived at Salem on Tuesday evening, ad­ 


vices have been received from Pars to the 14th ult. 
On the 
14th o f August an attack w as m ade upon the city by about 
4,000 m ulattoes and Indians, armed 
w ith 
m uskets, 
axes, 
knives. &c. 
T he defensive force o f the city w as inadequate 
for its defence— and after nine days o f hard fighting, and the 
loss of about half of the original number, the besieged were 
com pelled to retreat 011 board of the ships o f the squadron 
before the city —the contest thus term inating in the total de­ 
feat of the Brazilian forces and flight of the G overnor.— A 
large number o f the besiegers w ere killed, as the soldiers m ain­ 
tained a steady fire, and w ere flanked by the guns of (he 
Brazilian squadr6n, assisted by n Portuguese corvette, and H. 
M. sloop R acehorse—but their places w ere instantly supplied 
by successive bodies of the savages, w ho spared neither age 
nor sev, and even murdered in cold blood a large number of 
citizens w ho tied to the Cathedral for protection. 
The Gover­ 
nor or President o f the Province effected a retreat on board 
the C am pesta, under com m and of our gallant countrym an, 
Com. Taylor. 
On the 23d August, the w hole city w as abandoned by the 
rem aining royalists, and the revolutionary banner w as display­ 
ed upon the tow ers and palaces—a convicted murderer by the 
nam e of Edonardo N oquiera Angelina having been installed us 
President of the R epublic. 
The British m erchants escaped on 
board the Racehorse, w hich moved dow n the river on the 6th 
o f Septem ber, accom panied by all the British and foreign mer­ 
chant vessels. 
Som e days after, the Racehorse proceed, 
ed back to the city,taking under convoy the English and Amer­ 
ican m erchant vessels, w ith the view o f recovering som e of 
the property left behind ; after tw o days, they w ere allow ed 
bv the Indians to land, and succeeded in saving som e valuable, 
goods, and on their leaving, w ere honored w ith a pnrting- 
salute. the guns loaded w ith balls. 
The Indians w ere in pos 
session o f the river, and also the Salines, and pilot stations, 
and would seize any vessel they could take, that had powder 
or any 
thing they wanted. 
The W m . Penn, and the A m e­ 
th yst, were the only A m erican vessels there, and both cam e 
out under convoy o f the Racehorse. 


The W arren Bridge—T he House of Representa­ 
tives were engaged yesterday upon the deeply interest­ 
ing subject of the YVarren Bridge, and the question be­ 
ing upon passing to a third reading the bill sent down 
from the Senate to continue the present law in force till 
the next session, M r Keyes, of Concord, moved an 
amendment, similar to that which was offered by Gen­ 
eral Austin, and rejected in the Senate, restricting the 
appropriation of the proceeds of the tolls, to the re­ 


pairs and uso of the Bridge. 
T he amendment was sup­ 
ported by Messrs Keyes and Rantoul, and opposed by

—Sir, in your paper of Oct. 2d, and 
daily since, I observe a notice for a »ale of sundry notes 
and accounts due the W ashington Light Infantry, from Mem­ 
bers of the Lafayette Guards and amongst others, niy name 
w ith the sum of .<¡(29.50, which is reported as due from me 
to the W . L. Infantry. 
A more gross libel was never pub­ 
lished. 
I do not owe the W ashington Light Infantry a farth­ 
ing, but vice versa. 
I was adm itted a mem ber of the W. 
L. I.. the tw enty-third day of April, 1824, uniformed myself 
and uid active duty till the Fall of 1832—making nine seasons, 
during which I ulways paid m y bills as they were require«! 
by the regulations of the Company. I have performed the 
duty of Treasurer for about four years and the duty of Clerk 
about the same length of tim e, gratuitously. 
I have given 
the Company for the first three years of my membership ten 
dollars per year more than was required as assessm ents; 
since that tim e I have given them over fifty dollars in do­ 
nations, and while Treasurer, was iu advance to them from 
$50 to $200, and at the tim e I resigned as Treasurer, and 
agreeable to the Constitution of the Company, demanded my 
discharge, having served the seven years which I was bound 
by law to do and tw o seasons more, and having complied 
with all the reqisitions of the Company, agreeable to their 
By-Laws, I gave a w ritten application for my discharge, 
which their Constitution requires. 1 was told by the pre­ 
siding officer that 1 m ust settle with the Com m ittee ap­ 
pointed by the Company, to examine my accounts as T reas­ 
urer, and then 1 could have my discharge. 
The following 
certificate will show how my accounts w ith the Company 
then stood.

your paper, and as 1 believe with an intent to iiyure the corps 
to which 1 now have the honour to belong, I wish for all 
who have read the notice in your paper to have the truth of 
the ease, that they may view with merited contem pt the das­ 
tardly and unprincipled assassin, who would sacrifice private 
character and private feelings, to gratify his m alignant and 
grovelling enmity to the corps of which I am a member.
